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THE SILVER CUP 

As was briefly announced in the last issue 
of this journal, it has been decided to award 
a silver cup to that Federation whose area 
obtains the best results in connection with 
the Three-Year Plan. At the last meeting 
of the Executive Committee of the B.E.A. 
the following rules to govern the contest 
were approved 

(1) The Cup will be awarded to the 
Federation whose area is the first to 
complete its quota in each of the first 
two years. 

(2) If no Federation area completes its 
quota, the Cup will be awarded to the 
Federation whose area secures the best 
percentage of its quota, points being 
reckoned as follows :— 

{a) For each new B.E.A. member .. 5 points 

(b) For each new “Friend of Esperanto’’ 1 point 

(c) For each new B.E.A. group . . 20 points 

(d) In the event of the ’Domo' scheme 

being launched, each. £\ counts .. 1 point 

(the maximum number of points allowed for 
any individual donation being 10) 

(3) To ascertain the positions, total the 
points required to complete the quota, 
total the points actually obtained, and 
calculate the percentage of the latter 
with respect to the former. 

(4) The winning Federation in 1935 
will hold the Cup during 1936; the 
winning Federation in 1936 will hold it 
during 1937. The Cup will become the 
property of the Federation whose area 
does best—in accordance with paragraph 
3 above—for the whole three-year period. 

The contest has already aroused consider¬ 
able interest, and in certain areas, at least, 
competition is already very keen. The 
position of the different areas on March 30th 
is given in the table which follows.

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CPA 154 IN SCOTLAND 

Since last month’s report our new car 
has been kept in almost constant employ¬ 
ment, and has already over 10,000 miles to 
its credit. A considerable proportion of the 
last 3,000 miles has been travelled in 
connection with a tour of visitation and 
propaganda in Scotland. 

To the North ! This inscription on a 
sign-post always touches a chord in the 
heart of an Anglo-Scot, even be he one 
whose last visit to Scotland occurred many 
years previously. It was, therefore, with 
cheerful anticipation that I noticed such a 
sign-post as the car swung into the Barnet 
by-pass road on the morning of Thursday, 

21st March. 

For eighteen days CPA 154 carried 
M. C. B. and me from place to place in the 
interests of Esperanto and the B.E.A. 
Introductory lectures and demonstration 
lessons were given in twelve schools to 54 
teachers and over 1,500 children of ages 
between 10 and 18 years. Over 900 text¬ 
books were left with responsible teachers. 
Certainly the large majority of these books 
will be sold ; one school wrote a day or two 
later for a double quantity. Visits were 
paid to local Groups, to various meetings, 

and to isolated Esperantists. 

At the meetings of the larger groups, 
strong appeals were made for support for 
the Three Year Plan. Discussion was 
invited, and points of doubt were explained. 
In other meetings, propaganda lectures 
were given, and suggestions made as to the 
formation and strengthening of groups, 
while in suitable instances demonstration 
lessons were given. Our only regret was 
that, despite all efforts, we did not succeed 
in arranging a visit to the Esperantists in 
Aberdeen, Greenock, Paisley, Perth, Particle, 
and St. Andrews. 

We were received everywhere with a 
warm welcome, and even with enthusiasm. 
Everything possible was done to make us 
feel at home. The whole Movement in this 
country is indebted to the groups, societies, 
and individuals, who showered upon us 
lavish hospitality and to whose co-operation 
is due the success of the tour. 

In the following notes only the briefest 
references are made to the various visits 
which we were privileged to pay. 

SCHOOLS. 

At a Yorkshire school (no names, no 
pack-drill) 240 boys and four teachers ; 
about 150 boys remained voluntarily after 
school for a further dose. An Esperantist 
teacher has a class of about a dozen outside 


school hours. He showed us a letter in 
good Esperanto written by a boy of 11 years 
to send to a school in Manchuko. At the 
Moravian School in Fulreck, by Stanninglev, 

100 boys and girls and three teachers. 
Neville’s Cross Training College ; 35 young 
ladies training to be teachers. Keenly 
interested. Miss Nancy Madgewick, an old 
pupil, was present. She is now a teacher at 
Hetton-le-Hole, where she is organizing an 
Esperanto group. Stevenston Higher Grade 
School ; 20 pupils, three teachers. A small 
but exceptionally intelligent class. Glasgow 
High School ; 164 boys and five teachers. 
Here one of the teachers is carrying out an 
interesting experiment with some of the 
boys in spare minutes snatched between 
lessons. One lad made a fine little speech 
of thanks in good Esperanto. Glasgow 

Academy ; 90 boys, four teachers. Rosytli, 
Park Road School ; 160 children, five 

teachers. The children were between 10 
and 12, and though they had had no 
previous language study, they picked 
Esperanto up remarkably well. The matter 
will probably not end here. Rosyth, King’s 
Road School ; 90 senior boys and girls and 
four teachers. Dundee, Morgan Academy ; 
150 scholars and 11 teachers; a good 
demand for text-books. Anstruther ; 90 
boys and girls at the Waid Academy. For 
this visit we are indebted to Major C. H. 
Maxwell, an isolated Esperantist, and for 
many years a B.E.A. member. He came to 
the school and offered to help the children 
as much as possible. Ardrossan Academy ; 
192 boys and girls, four teachers. Dairy 
Secondary School ; 130 pupils, six teachers. 
Mr. Stevenson of Stevenston came and 
helped, and hopes to be able to follow up. 

In almost every case there was an 
invitation to "come again.’’ Unfortunately 
our visit coincided with the date of school 
examinations in Scotland. It is certain that 
at any other date numerous other schools 
would have given us an invitation. 

OTHER MEETINGS. 

Doncaster : A recently formed group 
under* the able guidance of Mr. Farrand. 
Motherwell : With our local representative, 
Mr. Peter Weir, met "Charlie Smith,’’ a 
Lithuanian Esperantist, who is running a 
class in Airdrie. At Saltcoats met the 
group and discussed B.E.A. and Three Year 
Plan. Glasgow : About 40 Esperantists, 
including some members of the Partick 
Group. Lively discussion on the Three 
Year Plan. Kilmarnock : A meeting called 
under the auspices of the Education 
Committee of the local Co-operative Society. 
Some friends came in from Darvel and 
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Mr. Stewart from Glasgow. Attendance 
otherwise poor. Mr. Dempster, however, 
is to follow up, with a view to getting 
enough members for a class in the autumn, 
with a promise of support from the Co¬ 
operative Education Committee. Glasgow : 
Called on Gibsons, of Queen Street, and 
replenished their stock of Esperanto books. 
Edinburgh Society : 40 present, including 
Mr. Harvey, Mr. Page, and many other 
eminentuloj. Lesson, and talk on Three 
Year Plan, followed by discussion. 
Dunfermline : Meeting called by two local 
B.E.A. members, Miss Cochrane and Mr. 
Hunter, and by Mr. Roseti, of the B.L.E.A. 
24 present. An interesting meeting, at 
which Jack Kane of Edinburgh spoke of 
B.L.E.A. activities, M. C. B. spoke on 
Esperanto generally, and the writer gave a 
lesson. Dundee : The Group has weakened 
recently owdng to removals and other 
causes. Mr. Paterson, the new Secretary, 
hopes to make a strong push in the autumn. 
Golspie : Left textbook with a young lady 
who was keen to learn. Callander : Called 
on a member who had taught herself from a 
textbook but had never previously heard 
the language spoken. Spent three hours 
with her, speaking Esperanto. Kirkcaldy : 
Propaganda evening at Co-operative Men’s 
Guild; 25 present. Buckhaven : Meeting 
of local group ; friends invited, 30 present, 
very keen. Methil: Propaganda evening 
at Co-operative Men’s Guild ; 25 present. 
Leven : Social gathering of the Buckhaven 
and Methil Esperantists ; 16 attended ; 

sing-song, and discussion. Darvel : Group 
meeting ; 17 present, including four visitors. 
Lively discussion on points of grammar 
and organization. Workington: Met class 
taught by Mr. W. G. Latimer, who has 
recently moved there from Carlisle. All 
very keen. Editor of local paper promised 
support. Banbury : Visited local group 
and discussed various matters. Sibford 
Ferris : Visited Mr. Parkin, who is teaching 
Esperanto at the school. 

A friend visited, who desires to be 
nameless, gave a very generous donation 
towards the Car Fund. 

Eventually the tour ended on Sunday, 
7th April, and we returned to our respective 
posts on the “home front.’’

ESPERANTO AT 
LIVERPOOL UNIVERSITY 

Up to and including the present session, 
Esperanto—though mentioned in the Arts 
prospectus, with courses offered, and with 
the John Buchanan Prize regulations— 
has been entirely outside the Arts 
curriculum. 

From October, 1935, the position is 
changed in the following respect : In 

the first year of studies for the B.A. degree 
four subjects have to be taken by every 
student. Of these four, three are subjects 
for the First Year examination, and may 
be continued right up to B.A. stage (third 
year), and one is not examined upon. 

The Faculty, Senate, and Council have 
now agreed to include Esperanto among 
the subjects not examined. Esperanto 
may now 7 be taken as an integral part of 
the First Year Course as a fourth subject, 
though it can not be continued as a degree 
subject for 2nd or 3rd year. 

The effect of this should be a good 
entry for Esperanto of regular Arts students 
in 1935-1936. Two Syllabuses have been 
drawn up : Course A, 2 hours per week 
throughout the session (non-examined First 
Year Arts Course), for students with no 
previous knowledge, and Course B (one 
hour weekly) for students who have taken 
Course A. 

Dr. Louis Allen, M.A., Professor of 
French at Toronto University (says the 
Toronto Weekly Star), travelling from 
Berlin to Paris with a Spanish friend, was 
stopped at the border by the German 
customs, who demanded a heavy export 
duty for a tube of toothpaste found in the 
the Spaniard’s bag. Though this brought 
down on the official a barrage of Spanish 
expletives, that did not help matters. 
Trying to end what looked like an all-night 
fray, Dr. Allen suggested to the Spaniard 
in Esperanto that he might as well pay 
the duty, but he refused. The customs 
officer, however, hearing the sound of 
Esperanto, replied in the same language, 
apologised for having caused the two 
gentlemen any delay, refused any duty as 
earnestly as he had demanded it, and wished 
the travellers a pleasant journey. 

“The Radio Index,” Jan., 1935, records 

a verification from JOJK Kanazawa, Japan, 
written in Esperanto. “I had some difficulty 
in getting it translated, but it proved to be 
really worth while, as it is one of the finest 
verifications I have ever had.”

I believe that we should restrict ourselves, as 
far as possible, to the original 2,000 stems, for, 
when a foreign samideano desires a sandwich at 
Crewe, on his trip from London to Baile Atha 
Cliath, it is entirely unessential that he should 
be in possession of a special Esperanto word that 
will enable him to state whether he desires it 
buttered with butter produced from the milk of a 
red cow, or whether the flour composing the bread 
shall have been produced from this or the other 
special variety of wheat. What is essential to him 
is the sandwich and satisfaction of his lust for 
nourishment, and it is perfectly possible for him 
to secure these without having to resort to the 
dialect-Esperanto sandvito, or sandŭiiŝo, or 
sandovico, or whatever the latest Enciklopedia 
equivalent may be. If each nationality is to go 
on inventing new "Esperanto” words for its special 
dishes, its special utensils, its special customs, its 
special games, and so forth, it will not be long before 
the "Esperanto” word-list wall exceed that of any 
knovm tongue, and we shall have The British 
Esperantist lauding this or the other new- Esperanto 
Lexicon, "containing the complete list of the 
500,000 root-words of the language.” If we have 
sandvito, there is no reason why the Japanese 
Esperantist should not introduce tajo or sakanao 
for his own comestibles; or why we Alaskan 
samideanoj should not incorporate into the lingvo 
internacia our everyday Alaskan w'ords parkao, 
baraborao, mukluko, rufloko, malamuto, kajako, 
igluo, and dozens more. And then the Vacific- 
State Esperantists will undoubtedly want niakamako, 
ŭapatao, kajuso, adobeo, paloverdo, ĉikamino, 
and several hundred more, that every infant of six 
years, between Seattle and San Diego, uses in his 
daily speech. And so on, ad infinitum ! 

For those ambitious souls who sigh for more 
words of the patedefuagraso, kvejlontoasto, melton- 
mobrejo, banburikejko , saliluno, krumpeto, finanhadio 
class, I would suggest that the following Japanese 
delicacies are well worthy of a place : 
nameŝio— green rice boiled with turnip leaves; 
tajmeno = vermicelli minced with tai fish ; nmanio = 
shavings of dried flying fish cooked with sugar, 
soy-bean sauce, and sake-wane dregs; hamagurio — 
clams with asparagus; kobumakio— fish cooked in 
seaweed ; sugobuo — burdock root in vinegar ; 
terigomamemo — dried young sardines roasted and 
then boiled in sugar and bean-sauce ; tsukiŭarabio — 
salted fern-fronds ; kamaboko — hashed fish seasoned 
with rice-wine and salt, rolled around a stick of 
willow and baked. More will be furnished on 
request at a moment’s notice, but these at least 
should be admitted to the stem-words without 
further delay.
